San Francisco T-l and San Frond coo T-2, during the period of this 
re port, advised that ths Yugoslav Consulate General in the persons of the three 
officials stationed there continued to direct pro-Tito Yugoslav activity on the 
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Viest Coast. SF T-l named these Individuals as Consul General RAFO IVAJCE7IC, 
Consul SDnrA irosunc. and nee Consul MICERAO VITCBOTJC

The crse of ANTRBi AHTtTCfOCH , farmer Minister of Justice in Croatia 
under the pro-Nazi during World War II, drew lessening attention

Ing up an appeal from the ruling of the United States District Court In Los 
Angeles* 

Consul SIFX3A KOSUTIC reported to hi a superiors that It vaa apparent 
that the followers of ARTUKOVTC!! had known In advance that the decision 

of the Judge would be favorable to their side* SIKISA KOfUTID also stated that 
It appeared to hi* that the Serbs had decided that this trial was a political 
affair, and therefore the Serbian organizations should take no part in the 
notion.

On September 25, 1?52, Los Angeles Attorney ROMIMwALKiB oane to 
Sen Francisco to discuss natters concerning tho appeal, and It was disclosed 
that an attempt was being mad# to secure the interest of the United States 
#>verment In the case* (T-2, 9/25^2) 

As of the end of this period, the case had not yet been settled* 
Consul General RAFO IV/NCEVIC quoted on October 2b that the nevspapir "Danica" 
had reported that AMBB.' ARTUKOVICH was to be the speaker at a Croatian meet- 
ing to be held at Chicago on October 26, 1952. RAFO TONChVIC asked Attorney 
V/iX® if something could not be done to prevent this appearance, but KAIKER 
bellevdd that there would be no possible action that could be taken In this 
regard.

San Francisco T-5 advised that Consul Ceir-ral P.AFO IV/NCLTIC c l a i med 
to be well connected with the influential leaders of the Yugoslav Cover neent 
in Belgrade, and althou» h he had one or two colleagues in the San Francisco 
Consulate who did not liko him and who would not hesitate to hurt him* he was 
certain that because of influence, they v:ould be unable to do him ary ham* He 
indicated that the reason for this feelin; was that he was not a Communist where- 
as he appeared to indicate that the individuals of whom he was speaking were 
Communists. In the past RAFO IVAHCEVJC claimed to have been an Assistant 
.Secretary of atpte ?nd had been sort to California because of the large colony 
of Yugoslavs vho had cane from the Dalmatian coast of Yu*orlavia, and his 
principal task was to win over these people, *'e also mentioned that ha believed 
TITO would accept an invitation to visit the United states If such was tendered 
to him.

VITCRCVIC remained at the location only five minutes* Lhen IfTCOtAO VTTCRC7IC 
returned from a trip to Washington, D.C. in /'ey, 1952, he was bearing instruc- 
tions concerning the division of work among the officials in matter# concerning 
the various colonies* The Consulate was instructed to report political Infor- 
mation in a complete manner and reporting vould be criticised* The officials 
were further urged to make aa many friends as possible within the Croatian 
Fraternal Union* In ths contact field, the importance of Americans was empha- 
clued and it was indicated that they should not be overlooked. (T-l, 10/27/52)
